With your record, you should understand why I take no tins in lengthy esjOenations. 

I have filed a suit (C.A. 2569-70) for copies of birr on CoaLsiasion official exhibits, 
pictures of the lute President's clothing, end only those very small parts showing the 
damages to tiw< clothing, specifying I want none of thu gorw, only the evidence. Sfeoae 
honorable men to whoa you once referred were careful to publish oalv gore, n& evidence. 

I have been refused these- jictenjes rand, although it is the standard practise and was done, 
for example, for CBS and the largest possible audience, I hero also been refused pictures 
showing only those really minute sections of the garsents in which 1 have interest. 

I made requests of both the national archives and the Department of Justice. She only 
thin* -ns .-oars ^ >t of Justice has Avan n« »atn-»aT my filing, mit ia their copies of 
those pictures X seek. With three of the four they didn’t even ask that I execute the 
proper Ik-113 forms, and with these three they didn’t even ask as to pay fox' the pictures, 
required under the regulations. 

Heanwfaile, this some Department of Justice represents the national Archives and tbs 
GSA in the action X filed when, after all these years of asking, I got nowhere. What is 
thsir defense of the Archives and GSA for refusing me what Justice has already ruled I say 
have? They are framing the Xannedy family with responsibility. 

They were so anxious to do this that when X filed this action, they were cartful 
to avoid the automatic, what they in no other ease forgot or avoided. Ahoy did not ask 
a summary judgement, did not file a motion to dismiss, They were anxious to brln,-; this 
case to trial, so they could do all of this publicly, in court. Temporarily I frustrated 
that by filing these motions. on my own. Belatedly, they then filed these motions themselves.
